THOUSAND 
BUFFALOES KILLED. 


From the Denver, Col,, New*. . 


The rtation of Dodge Oitj, on the 


Atchison, Topek* and Santa Fe road, ii 
the principuljpoint of shipmeat of the 
buffalo meat and hidw in Kansas, The; 
do very little besides outfit hunters, 
barter and quarrel over the game, ex- 
tinguish disputes and disputcrs at the 
point of arms, and have lively times 
generally. The arithmetic of the ei- 
trno^ion of the bison of the Plains ia ter- 
rible, and if tho statistic bo right, it 
would seem that tho flush time in meat 
and hides cannot last long. 
The rail- 


road reached Dodge on the 23d of last 
September, and since that time 43,029 
hides have been chipped, and in the 
same brief season 1,436,290 pounds of 
Buffalo moat. Each hide counts a buf- 
falo slain, and 43,000 hides in three 
months convoy an idea of magnificent 
butchery that forecasts tho spoedy ex- 
tinction of the prairie denizen. The 
buffaloes that aro killed in summer, or 
early autumn, in Wanton cruelty, mis- 
called sport, and for foed by the frob- 
tier residents, aro not taken into this 
account. 


The greater portion of this 'meat has 


bcoa shipped to Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Chicago and other eastern cities. 
The 


above figures, though indicating a large 
slaughter, do not represent the total of 
this season's hunt. The grand total for 
the season of 18T2-3, around Dodge 
will be 100,000 head.
